2006.

to seven chickens and 
turkeys for failing to 
address the causes of 
their poor condition and 
weight loss, by failing 
to get proper and nec¬ 
essary veterinary care 
and attention for two 
chickens’ sour crop and 
by failing to get proper 
and necessary veterinary 
care for the two turkeys’ 
leg infections. 

He also failed to give 
all the birds a suitable 
environment and failed 
to meet their need for a 
suitable diet, including 
access to fresh drinking 
water. 

At the court hearing, 
Sanders was sentenced 
to 250 hours unpaid 
work, and was disqual¬ 
ified from keeping all 
animals for 10 years.

Athan plans?

700? 

Who on the Vale

add to their already over 
stretched budget?

DOG owners who are 
concerned that Public Space 
Protection Orders (PSPOs) 
could be introduced say it is 
time the Vale Council revealed 
its plans. 

Last summer, a consultation was 
held into how dogs in the Vale should 
be controlled and people were con¬ 
cerned it could lead to bans in areas 
where they walked their dogs. 

Dozens of dog owners held a pro¬ 
test meeting at Romilly Park on July 
15, 2018. The consultation came to 
an end on August 22, but since then, 
there has been no news. 

It has led to speculation that 
proposed changes were being shelved, 
but The GEM understands that a 
report could be presented to the Vale 
Cabinet “soon”. 

Sue Cribbs, who started a Facebook 
group on the subject, which has 
almost 2,000 members, said it was 
a long time since the consultation 
had been carried out and people “... 
wanted to know what was plaimed. 

She said: “We as a group have been 
very, very clear when we sat down 
with the council and local MP Alun 


Cairns that we don’t like irresponsible 
dog owners. 

“We support the council when it 
cracks down on dog mess. 

“What we don’t want are measures 
that are Draconian or heavy handed.” 

She said she thought that a consul¬ 
tation into the management of some 
local sports fields could have confused 
the PSPO issue leading to delays. 

Miles Punter of the Vale Council 
confirmed that a report was imminent. 

He said: “The council has consulted 
widely on this matter, taking on board 
the views of all interested parties, 
including dog owners and other 
residents. 

“A report is to be presented to 
Cabinet shortly which will recom¬ 
mend sensible and practical levels 
of controls taking into account all 
opinions expressed. 

“It has taken some time to consider 
all the points made but we very 
much hope that the outcome will be 
supported by both responsible dog 
owners and those without dogs who 
just wish to best enjoy the many and 
varied public open spaces the Vale 
has to offer.”

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Valley walks for 
the Penarth and 
District Ramblers 


FILLING a gap in the pro¬ 
gramme, Clive from Penarth 
and District Ramblers, along 
with his four female com¬ 
panions travelled up to the 
Sirhowy Valley Country Park, 
named after the river that 
runs through its centre, and 
were delighted that the few 
drops of rain that fell upon 
their arrival soon cleared. 

Despite the faet rain was forecast, it 
remained dry for most of the day but 
the hazard they had to contend with 
was thick, low mist which gave the 
bare woodlands a very eerie feeling. 

The valley, once a quiet farming 
area, soon became part of the indus¬ 
trial era as coal, limestone and wood 
were found in abundance and, fol¬ 
lowing the Tredegar Iron Company’s 
formation in 1800, mammoth changes 
took place. 

As the iron industry took hold, 
people came in vast numbers seeking 
work and the night skies were lit up 
with the glow, smells and noise from 
the furnaces. More mines were sunk 
as the demand for coal rose and quite 
near to their start point, a huge gas 
explosion in 1860 at the Black Vein 
Colliery claimed the lives of 146 men 
and boys. 

With mist shrouding the dripping 


trees and plenty of mud and surface 
water following heavy overnight 
rainfall, they set off climbing through 
Coed Rhyd-Fraith, passing a disused 
quarry and into Coed John-Hywel. A 
zig-zag track brought them through 
Graig-Goch, following the contours 
of the hillside until their last climb 
up onto part of the long distance 
Rhymney Valley Ridgeway Walk, 
where they headed east. 

With visibility down to around 10 
metres, their longed-for views were 
obliterated and reaching the trig point 
on Mynydd Machen, all they could 
do was imagine. A Bronze Age burial 
chamber was sited below the trig 
point and the summit is noticeable 
because of its huge transmission 
mast, no doubt used by many as a 
navigation aid. 

All that was left was a descent 
around the lower slopes of the 
mountain on part of the Raven Walk, 
through fields and woodland in order 
to reach Risca for their return along 
the valley bottom back to their start, 
somewhat muddied but still in high 
spirits.

Rail feasibility in 
Pencoed study 
is awarded £ 60 k 


AN award of 
£60,000 from 
the Welsh 
Government’s 
Local Transport 
Fund has been 
made to Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to 
carry out a feasi¬ 
bility study for the 
Penprysg road rail 
bridge (also known 
as Grants Bridge) 
in Pencoed. 

This has followed 
a campaign by local 
elected representatives 
in the area over several 
years. 

Pencoed has a level 
crossing in the centre 
of town, which can be 
closed for as much as 40 
minutes of every hour, 
and a narrow single-lane 
bridge with traffic-lights 
over the railway in 
town. 

This award, it is 
hoped, from Welsh 
Government will see 
work commence to 


examine the feasibility 
of enhancing the capac¬ 
ity of the bridge to take 
more traffic, and allow¬ 
ing the level crossing to 
be closed for good. 

Labour MP Chris 
Elmore said: “We hope 
that this encouraging 
news from Welsh 
Government will lay 
the groundwork for UK 
Government Ministers 
to play their part too, 
because there is no 
doubt that UK funding 
for rail infrastructure 
needs to be put into the 
upgrading of the rail 
bridge and the closure 
of the level crossing. 
They need to be ready 
to help too.” 

“I hope then, should 
this very welcome work 
give a clear steer on 
the way ahead, that the 
UK Government will 
be supportive, be it 
through the City Deal or 
otherwise.”

Porthcawl s 
historic toOets 
set to reopen 


THE historic John Street toi¬ 
lets in Porthcawl will reopen 
in mid-February and tempo¬ 
rary public toilets are being 
made available until then, the 
town council has said. 

Porthcawl Town Council has 
worked with local companies to 
provide the temporary toilets after the 
John Street facilities were closed at 
the start of the New Year and said that 
the John Street toilets should reopen 
on February 18. 

Town councillor Mike Clarke, who 
is also a Bridgend county councillor, 
said: “They will be open the same 
hours as before. There has been a lot 
of feedback in the town, particularly 
among traders, who say a huge num¬ 
ber of people have been saying they 
don’t think they’ll come back any 
more due to the closure of the John 
Street toilets. 

“We felt there was a need to get 
something in place in the short-term. 

It wasn’t straight-forward for the 
council to be able to handle it directly, 
so Cllr Brian Jones and myself 
contacted some local businesses to see 
what could be done. 

“A1 Loo Hire in Bridgend will 
provide the temporary loos at the back 
of John Street car park near Harris 
Printers. 

“What we are trying to do is 
demonstrate to traders that we value 
them in our town centre and we really 


want to do all we can to support a 
vibrant town centre.” 

The temporary toilets, which 
include disabled facilities, will be 
maintained by a team of volunteer 
town councillors. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) closed the John Street toilets 
- along with those in Porthcawl’s 
Griffin Park, Cheapside in Bridgend 
and at Maesteg Bus Station - on 
January 1, saying it could no longer 
afford to keep them open. 

In October, thousands of people 
signed a petition against the plans 
and in the days after their closure, 
local residents and traders reported 
seeing hundreds of people trying to 
use the toilets, raising concerns over 
the impact on young families, the 
disabled and the elderly. 

Cllr Clarke said the town council 
was currently awaiting a condition 
survey on the John Street toilets from 
BCBC. He said: “Contractors will run 
the John Street toilets when we reopen 
them in February and Porthcawl Town 
Council will foot the bill.” 

Over the coming months, Porthcawl 
Town Council will look into man¬ 
aging the costs of running the Grade 
Two listed building on a long-term 
basis.

Broadband and 
mobile coverage 
in rural areas is 
‘unacceptable’ 


IF you want your farm business 
to perform at its best as the 
industry heads towards the 
uncertainties of Brexit, could this 
be a good time to invest in train¬ 
ing and personal development 
skills?

You will also 
know what training to apply for, with 
over 60 accredited course titles available 
within the ‘business improvement’, 
‘technical’ and ‘machinery and equip¬ 
ment use’ categories. 

The online PDP process is short and 
straightforward, but assistance is avail¬ 
able either from your Farming Connect 
development officer or your selected 
training provider. 

In addition. Farming Connect provides 
support through interactive PDP work¬ 
shops held throughout Wales and dates 
and locations are shown on the Farming 
Connect website. 

The training element of Farming 
Connect’s Lifelong Learning and 
Development programme is delivered 
by Lantra Wales. Since 2015, more than 
3,200 individuals have undertaken short, 
accredited training courses funded by up 
to 80 per cent, making it an attractive 
and beneficial proposition for many 
businesses and their workers. 

Director of Lantra Wales, Kevin 
Thomas, says the programme is trans¬ 
forming both the personal and business 
skills of many farmers and foresters in 
Wales. 

“It is very encouraging that we are 
seeing a steady year-on-year increase in 
the number of applications for business 
development training,” said Mr Thomas 
who emphasised that before you can 


complete your PDP or submit an online 
funding application form, you must be 
registered with Farming Connect. 

“Once registered, you will receive 
your individual registration e-mail 
confirming your BOSS website details. 
This e-mail will contain the information 
you need to log in to BOSS via Sign 
On Cymru (SOC) and then you are 
ready to proceed with completing or 
updating your PDP and submit a funding 
application.” 

Visit the Farming Connect website 
to access a list of all accredited ‘face 
to face’ training courses together with 
a list of approved training providers, 
information on Farming Connect’s range 
of more than 70 fully funded e-leaming 
courses, guidance on completing the 
PDP and the funding application form. 
Anyone planning to apply for funding 
to complete a machinery and equipment 
use related course will need to complete 
Farming Connect’s free online Health 
and Safety course first. 

Farmers and foresters wanting to 
apply for funding for training during 
the current application window who 
are not already registered with Farming 
Connect will need to do so by contacting 
the Farming Connect Service Centre 
on 08456 000 813 by 5pm on Monday, 
February 25 at the latest.

IT is unacceptable that rural 
communities remain ‘second 
class citizens’ when it comes 
to accessing broadband and 
mobile coverage, according to 
NFU Cymru. 

In a survey conducted by the NFU 
in October 2018, 46 per cent of 
those questioned didn’t believe they 
received sufficient broadband for 
the needs of their business, while 37 
per cent didn’t believe they received 
sufficient mobile signal for the needs 
of the business. 

NFU Cymru president John Davies 
said: “In this digital age, where 
technology is moving so quickly, I 
find it extremely frustrating to hear 
of members who still fail to open an 
email or receive a phone call due to 
poor broadband or mobile coverage 
on farm. This is absolutely unaccept¬ 
able and is holding farmers back from 
maximising business opportunities. 

“In a Cabinet Statement in 
December on Superfast Cymru, 

Julie James AM announced that 
Wales now enjoys over 95 per cent 
broadband access coverage to homes 
and businesses; however 50 per cent 
of our respondents who had internet 
connection had a download speed 
of 2Mbps or lower. Considering the 
average download speed in Wales is 
33.4Mbps, it is apparent that rural 
communities are second class citizens 
when it comes to accessing sufficient 


broadband. 

“Welsh Government continues to 
push the need for Welsh farmers to 
become more resilient - especially 
ahead of Brexit - and this is exactly 
what the industry is striving for, but 
broadband and mobile coverage is 
holding us back. How can businesses 
become more resilient when they 
can’t even access the standard com¬ 
munication channels? 

“With the industry facing so much 
uncertainty, it is clear that farmers 
need as many tools as possible to 
maintain business resilience, and 
having access to digital connectivity is 
paramount if they are to compete with 
our international neighbours in the 
global market.” 

John Davies continued: “More 
must be done by Welsh Government 
to ensure the connectivity divide 
between urban and rural communities 
is decreased. The benefits that full 
connectivity will bring to farming 
businesses will enable the industry to 
continue to be productive, profitable 
and progressive in the future.”

Removal of tolls a boost 
for economy says MP

LAST month’s removal of the 
tolls on the two River Severn 
bridges will provide a major 
boost for the south Wales econ¬ 
omy, said MP Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP 
said in the Commons that removal of 
the tolls will drive the biggest eco¬ 
nomic stimulus Wales has seen in 
decades. 

He said it would put over £1,400 a 
year into the pockets of hard-working 
motorists and boost the south Wales 
economy by £100 million. 

Mr Cairns also welcomed efforts 
being made to encourage closer 
working between south Wales and the 
south-west of England, giving them the 
chanee to attract more investment. 


He told MPs: “The great western 
powerhouse allows the south-west of 
England and south Wales to market 
themselves jointly to start eompeting 
with the northern powerhouse and the 
Midlands engine.” 

Mr Cairns also said efforts are being 
made across government departments 
to decentralise civil service jobs from 
London to south Wales. 

He warned that abolishing the Severn 
tolls has also created challenges. 

Mr Cairns said: “We need better 
integration for projeets sueh as the 
Chepstow bypass and other road pro¬ 
jeets that work cross-border, and we 
need to harness those as priorities.”

LLANTWIT 
Major author Sara 
Hawys Roberts 
explores the life 
of missing Manic 
Street Preacher, 
Richey Edwards, 
in her debut pub¬ 
lication, Withdrawn 
Traces, published 
by Penguin Random

Theories abound as to 
what beeame of Edwards 
following his disappear- 
anee at the age of 27, on 
the eve of a promotional 
tour to the USA.

by her friend, Rachel 
Edwards, Richey’s sis¬ 
ter. The book contains 
over 50 personal plates 
from the collection and 
features Richey’s early 
school essays, poems, 
letters and notes from 
his time in Swansea 
University, together 
with photographs of his 
family, friends and the 
Manics themselves. “It 
is a fascinating treasure 
trove, which gave us a 
huge insight into this 
talented and conflicted 
man’s inner psyche. He 


was far more than a rock 
musician. He was a gifted 
poet, writer, prolific 
thinker and intellectual,” 
Sara comments. 

Since her brother’s 
disappearance, Rachel 
Edwards has channelled 
all her efforts into find¬ 
ing out what happened 
to him. She and Sara 
desperately hope that 
Withdrawn Traces might 
elicit new information 
which may eventually 
lead to finding out what 
became of Richey. 

Sara has been a 
recipient of a Writer’s 
Bursary from Literature 
Wales on two occa¬ 
sions, most recently for 
Armour the Saints, about 
Jewish assassin Herschel 
Grynszpan, the teenager 
who some claim to have 
started World War 2. 
[Grynszpan’s assassi¬ 
nation of the German 
diplomat Ernst vom Rath 
on November 7, 1938 in 
Paris was used by the 
Nazis as a pretext to 
launch Kristallnacht, the 
anti-Semitic pogrom of 
November 9-10, 1938]. 

She has also written 
several plays which 
have been performed

Arts Centre. She has a 
Degree in Professional 
and Creative Writing 
from the University of 
Glamorgan.

Adam McKay’s Vice is a 
vibrant, compelling and 
stunning piece of work...

H aving 
served as 
vice-presi¬ 
dent to George W 
Bush, Dick Cheney 
should be one of the 
most well-known 
men in history. 

However, aside from 
questionable deeisions 
made while in office, 
very little is known 
about the man who was 
arguably the power 
behind the throne of the 
presidency of the United 
States of America. 

In Vice, Adam McKay 
attempts to unravel 
Cheney’s life. Portrayed 
by Christian Bale, we 
see Cheney and his wife 
Lynne (Amy Adams) 
go from Wyoming 
to the corridors of 
power in Washington, 
along the way meeting 
figures such as Donald 
Rumsfeld (Steve Carrell) 
and George W Bush 
(Sam Rockwell) who 
will shape and define the 
career of Cheney and the 
impact his decisions had 


on society and history... 

In The Big Short, 
Adam McKay, previ¬ 
ously known for comedy 
films like Anchorman 
and Step Brothers, made 
a film about the financial 
meltdown of 2006/2007 
that tackled serious 
subject matter but 
handled it with a loose 
and light touch that was 
absolutely superb. 

He tries a similar trick 
with Vice, attempting to 
unravel the life of one of 
history’s most polarising 
figures, and he succeeds 
in making a film that 
doesn’t shy away from 
the seriousness of the 
subject matter, but 
presents it without the 
portentousness that 
these films tend to come 
saddled with. 

Given the events that 
took place in Cheney’s 
political career (certainly 
the most notable 
being the years spent 
as George W Bush’s 
second-in-command) 
and the mystery that 
surrounds him, he is

certainly perfect subject 
matter for a film. But 
how do you manage to 
make a film about a man 
who has made a career, 
a life even, of living 
in the shadows, being 
the power behind the 
throne? 

McKay’s response 
is to make a film that 
clings to the truth, but 
tonally plays things with 
a lighter touch, and it 
pays great dividends. 

Much like The Big 
Short, he gives the 
film an urgent, yet 
woozy feel, with some 
wonderful little tricks 
and stylistic nods (a 
fake credit-roll midway 
through the film is a 
beautiful touch) that give 
the film a strong sense of 
identity. 

Having written the 
script as well, McKay 


has a solid handle on the 
material. He is keenly 
aware of how to present 
material like this, and 
crafts an engaging story 
that, as an opening title 
card puts it, they’ve tried 
their best to put together 
when the source material 
is so scarce. 

It would be easy for 
McKay to paint Cheney 
as this figure of hate, 
damning him for his 
actions, but he takes 
great pains to paint 
Cheney as a complex 
character who is driven 
by the bigger picture 
and his belief in what 
he felt was the greater 
good, regardless of the 
collateral damage. 

He is blessed with 
a quite phenomenal 
cast who all offer per¬ 
formances that match. 
Christian Bale’s physical 
transformation from 
youthful Cheney to bald, 
barrel-bellied Cheney 
may have been achieved 
wholly naturally (no 
prosthetics here) but that 
isn’t the main talking 
point of his performance. 

With his measured 
tones, a self-righteous¬ 
ness and self-assurance 
that never seems to 
wobble and a coldness 
that is sometimes played 
for laughs, sometimes 
played for horror. Bale 
is absolutely incredible 
here. It’s a performance 
of quiet, controlled 
power, and is mesmeris¬ 
ing to watch. 

Equally as superb is 
Amy Adams as his wife 


Lynne. In many ways 
she is the driving force, 
turning Cheney from 
a power-line worker 
to (arguably) the most 
powerful man in the 
world, and is equally 
capable of being cold¬ 
blooded when she has 
to. Her performance is a 
wonderful foil for Bale, 
and the pair share a 
tremendous connection. 

Both Sam Rockwell 
and Steve Carrell are 
superb as Bush and 
Rumsfeld respectively, 
while around them the 
likes of Jesse Plemons 
(as a cleverly-used 
narrator), Tyler Perry 
and Alison Pill all offer 
tremendous support. 

This is one of those 
rare films where there 
are so few missteps 
along the way. 

Instead, Vice is a phe¬ 
nomenal piece of work, 
a dazzling and engaging 
portrait of a complex 
man and his place in 
history. 

VERDICT: A truly 
exceptional piece of 
filmmaking. Vice has 
energetic direction from 
Adam McKay, and some 
breathtaking perfor¬ 
mances from Christian 
Bale and Amy Adams 
among an impeccable 
cast. Powerful, relevant 
yet delivered with a 
wonderfully-judged tone, 
this is superb filmmak¬ 
ing. Essential viewing.

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Man ordered to pay back 
£35,000 at POCA hearing 


A MAN, who was found asleep in 
a car in Barry next to bundles of 
cash, has been ordered to pay back 
more than £35,000 he made from 
his criminal lifestyle. 

Joseph Hilton, aged 23, of Manehester, 
was senteneed in July 2018, to 9 months 
imprisonment after pleading guilty to offer¬ 
ing to supply a eontrolled drug of elass 
B - eannabis and aequiring/use/possess 
criminal property. 

Following his conviction. South Wales 
Police’s financial investigators began pro¬ 
ceedings under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA) to recover any cash or assets 
gained as a result of his crimes. 

At a POCA hearing in Cardiff Crown 
Court on January 29 Hilton was ordered to 
pay back £35,650.84 within three months 
or face nine months imprisonment. 

The court previously heard, officers 
attended Hood Road, Barry, on April 1, 


2018, in response to a report of a man 
slumped over in a car with the engine 
running. They found Hilton asleep in the 
driver’s seat of a BMW one series. 

While trying to wake the defendant, 
officers smelt alcohol and observed a large 
amount of cash on the passenger’s seat. 

They seized £5,000 in cash, a gold Rolex 
watch, an amount of cannabis along with 
£400 in cash which was found on Hilton. 

In his police interview, Hilton claimed 
the £5,000 found on the seat was going 
to be used to buy a car in Manchester but 
he didn’t have time to purchase the car 
before travelling down to Cardiff to watch 
a boxing match. 

Evidence found on the defendant’s 
phone showed videos of him handling large 
quantities of cash and flaunting expensive 
watches and designer clothing. 

Detective Inspector Dean Taylor said: 
“Videos found on the defendant’s phone 
showed him living an extravagant lifestyle 


for a person who was unemployed. Our 
financial investigations are committed to 
investigating the financial affairs of crimi¬ 
nals to determine the extent of their profits. 

“The public can really help us by pass¬ 
ing on any information about people who 
may be making a living off their criminal 
lifestyle. Generally, these people are clearly 
seen to spend more than their apparent 
disposable income. 

“We are determined to deal with drug 
issues in our area, and will take robust 
action against anyone who attempts to 
distribute illegal drugs. 

“I would like to thank the community 
for the information provided and would 
urge anyone with any information about 
drug dealing in our communities should 
have confidence to report it to us - call 
us on 101, or report it anonymously to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.”

JANE Hutt AM 
met with Robin

vessel Sea-Watch 3. 

Mr Jenkins, originally 
from the Vale and an 
alumnus of Atlantic 
College, has been work¬ 
ing with lifeboats since 
his time at the College 
where the rigid-hulled 
inflatable lifeboat was 
invented. 

Mr Jenkins runs 
Atlantic Pacific, an NGO 
that evolved from a visit 
to Japan in 2014 to visit 
to Japan following the 
earthquake and tsunami 
of March 2011.

HOUSE prices in 
Wales have reached 
an all-time peak, 
with the aver¬ 
age house price 
across the country 
now £186,699. 

The figures have been 
released today from 
Principality Building 
Society’s Wales 
House Price Index for 
October to December 
2018, which shows the 
rise and fall of house 
prices in each of the 
22 local authorities. 

The new peak in 
Wales recorded in 
December is £2,000 
higher than the previ¬ 
ous highest average in 
September 2018. Price 
growth in the fourth 
quarter of 2018 slowed 
down to just 0.3 per 
cent compared with 
the previous quarter 
at 3.6 per cent, but the 
number of house sales 
in 2018 compared to 
2017 remain broadly the 
same at just over 48,000. 

Six local authority 
areas had annual price 
increases of 6 per cent 
or higher. These were 
Torfaen (8.7 per cent), 
Caerphilly (7.5 per cent), 
Blaenau Gwent (7.2 per 
cent), Newport (6.5 per 
cent), Monmouthshire 


(6.1 per cent) and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
(6.0 per cent). 

With the exception 
of the Vale these areas 
are all located in the 
south-east corner of 
Wales, indicating that 
these local authorities 
are still reaping the 
benefits of the removal 
of the Severn Bridge 
tolls with an increase in 
commuting to Bristol, 
where the average 
house price is £325,000. 

Tom Denman, chief 
financial officer at 
Principality Building 
Society said: “There are 
a number of possible rea¬ 
sons why Welsh house 
prices are at an all-time 
high - interest rates are 
currently close to their 
historic low, the number 
of people in work is near 
an all-time high while 
average weekly earnings 
have risen above the 
rate of inflation. Welsh 
Government housing 
schemes have also 
helped would-be prop¬ 
erty owners on to, and 
up, the housing ladder. 

“We know from 
a recent survey that a 
quarter of people in 
Wales admit Brexit is 
affecting whether they 
buy or sell a home. 
Brexit has undoubtedly 


affected the market but 
so far hasn’t dampened 
the market in Wales as 
much as England, with 
the number of prop¬ 
erty sales estimated to 
be on a par with last 
year. Affordability of 
homes in the country 
compared to areas of 
south-west England is 


likely to have helped 
growth, along with 
supply and demand.” 

The three local author¬ 
ity areas that have seen 
average house prices fall 
over the last year are 
Pembrokeshire (-1.4 per 
cent), Denbighshire (-1.9 
per net) and Neath Port 
Talbot (-2.4 per cent).

FOR Vale 
Council activities 
coordinator Sam 
Gordon, running 
sports sessions for 
schoolchildren isn’t 
the most exhausting 
part of his day. 

That’s because the 
24-year-old is one of 
UK Athletics’ hottest 
prospects who spends 
most mornings training 
on the track. 

Sam is a sprinter and 
currently Wales’ fastest 
man, with a 100-metre 
personal best of 10.14 
seconds. 

Next month he will 
be competing in the 
British Championships 
in Birmingham before 
travelling to Glasgow 
for March’s European 
Indoor Championships. 

Fitted around that 
hectic schedule, the 
man hailed one of the 
country’s rising stars 
organises after-school 
activities for pupils 
across the Vale. 


“I’m an activities 
coordinator for the Vale 
Council, which means 
I go to schools around 
the Vale taking sports 
sessions,” he said. 

“It’s not PE, where 
people have to get 
grades, this is fun and 
we can have a good 
time. That’s what sport’s 
about. 

“I thoroughly enjoy 
my job, but balancing 
it with training, as any 
other athlete will say, is 
really tough. 

“Training-wise, I 
probably do 18 to 20 
hours a week and am 
making steady progress. 

“I keep the mindset 
that I don’t want to be 
outworked so you could 
say I have the mentality 
of an underdog. 

“I come into every 
session, every race, as 
the underdog knowing 
that I’ve put in the work 
of a champion. That 
sounds so cliche, but 
you’ve got to think like 
that or else you’ll never 


“If I achieve all the 
goals I’ve set myself it 
could be a very long, 
but very rewarding year 
where I could get my 
name on the global stage 
so people start knowing 
who I am,” Sam added. 

“My goal is to be the 
fastest Welsh sprinter 
in history. I do want to 
have that title of the first 
Welsh runner to run sub- 
10 seconds. 

“Sprinting isn’t cheap 
and athletics isn’t cheap 
and I don’t have any 
sponsors whatsoever. 

“Most of the elite 
athletes in Great Britain 
have financial backing 
due to Lottery funding. 
I’m probably on 10 per 
cent of what they’re 
earning so what that 
means is I do still have 
to work. But that’s fine 
because I like the job.”
